Interactive Media and Design student, Liam Pillay, has gone above and beyond in a recent assessment 
which has landed his project a spot at Bletchley Park Museum in the UK. Liam's project was a VR re- 
creation of a decryption devise known as The Bombe used during WWII. "I had initially thought of the 
project to be an easy to complete task for a client but ended up being A LOT more difficult than initially 
envisioned", Liam said of the project. 


"For starters; the Bombe was a machine built in WW2 in secrecy and was destroyed with most (if not all) 
of its documents. This meant that a very large portion of time into the project was spent figuring out what 
this was, how it worked, who worked with it, and with what tools and knowledge. Secondly, the project had 
required a much higher skill level in programming, communication, and group time management, than 
what | was used to. | had help from Darren Chapman, CEO of the IT Forum Gold Coast who mentored me 
during this project. Having to share knowledge between Darren, Cooper Nonggorr (the 3D modeler of the 
project), and | was challenging as | had to translate each specialization (3d modelling, c# programming, 
interaction design) into another one to get across ideas and lay out a spreadsheet of tasks for each person 


to do".
